“Our experi- | 
ence in the case of conventional 
weapons indicates the impossibili- 
ty of complete control on the use 
of military equipment when we 
have surrendered control.’

NEW YORK (#—Adlai Steven- 
son said Sunday ‘“‘we have lost 
the great opportunity we had to 
take the initiative’ in suspension 
of nuclear tests. 

Stevenson, who proposed in his 
1956 Democratic presidential cam- 
paign that the United States sus- 
pend tests unilaterally, was asked 
in a television interview about re- 
ports the Russians may do s0 on 
their own. 

He said that if the United States 
had suspended tests at the time 
he suggested it in 1956 it would

He added that if the Russians 
suspend the tests now ‘“‘this would 
deprive us, I’m sorry to say, of 
any shred of moral leadership in 
the matter. 

“Unhappily,” he added, “‘it 
would even deprive us of the 
right, of the hope of taking ad- 
vantage of the possibility of insti- 
tuting a reciprocal inspection sys- 
tem.” 

Stevenson appearing on NBC's 
“Look Here” program, said he 
still beleved it was ‘‘wise from 
my point of view” to make the 
test-suspension proposal ir 1956, 
though it undoubtediy nurt his 
campaign more than it heiped. 


PASSED UP INITIATIVE 


He said since he attached great 
importance to the question, and 
would have ‘“‘wanted to press for- 
ward” on elimination of nuclear 
weapons, if elected, “‘I thought the 
only thing to do was talk about it. 

“‘We originally could have taken 
the initiative in proposing that we 
save mankind from the horror of 
nuclear weapons. We didn’t do it. 
We thought it better not to. I 
think that was wrong. Then the 
Russians seized the initiative and 
they proposed it.” 

Saying that the Russians even 
offered inspection at last sum- 
mer’s London disarmament con- 
ference, Stevenson added: “One 
of the great problems we've had 
is the secrecy neurosis of the So- 
viet Union. It seems to me we 
should have made these proposals 
ourselves. The best way to break 
the disarmament deadlock is 
through the instrument of inspec- 
tion.””

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Sam Rayburn Puts 
Blame Where Due 


Those were strong words House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn used in a prepared 
address Thursday night denouncing cer- 
tain “rich and powerful opponents” of 
extending the reciprocal trade program 
sought by President Eisenhower. They 
were strong and deserved. 

In a slashing attack on “big business- 
men” who oppose a program necessary 
for the nation’s future, Mr. Rayburn 
declared: 

“These men, rich and powerful be- 
yond the dimensions of their predeces- 
sors, are allegedly capitalists. But their 
behavior is that of anticapitalists. Hence 
they are potentially more dangerous to us 
than Communists among us.” 

What did Mr. Rayburn mean? 

In other addresses the same day be- 
fore the National Conference for Interna- 
tional Trade the meaning was made un- 
mistakably clear by President Eisenhow- 
er. Adlai Stevenson, Vice President Nixon 
and a host of others. 

Blind crippling of the program, the 
President said, would endanger the jobs 
ef 4.500.000 Americans. Economic isola- 
tionism would result in the end in crip- 
pling the American economy, destroying 
our remaining export markets and threat- 
ening our sources of raw materials. 

Stevenson declared that failure to ex- 
tend the program would weaken Western 
alliances and push the world’s under- 
privileged nations into the arms of the 
Communists. 

It has been a long and continuing fight 


to gain acceptance of the fact that the 
United States cannot close its borders to 
goods from abroad and still expect to 


sell our products to countries which have 
no opportunity to earn dollars to pay 
for them. We're still fighting that battle. 

Those who oppose reciprocal trade as 
a rule are opposed also to foreign military 
and economic aid. They not only would 
restrict trade but would stop the substi- 
tute for it. They are unable to see that in 
the economie-steuggle withthe Soviet 
Union trade and aid are two of our most 
valuable weapons—weapons Moscow is 
using ell. one 

The United Statés cannot femain pros- 
perous or maintain its standard of living 
without trade—reciprocal trade. Those 
who would drive us to depression and iso- 
lation are indeed “anticapitalists.” They 
are playing the game just as the Commu- 
nists want it played, inviting Khrushchev 
to win his battle for world domination— 
as he has predicted—without firing a 
shot.

New U.S. Disease Center 
Will Be Built at Last 


After 10 years of planning and vari- 
ous delays, the federal government has 
granted final authorization for construc- 
tion of a U.S. Communicable 
Center at Emory University. 

The facility has been needed for a 
long time and much of the delay was in- 
excusable. 

The six buildings included in the proj- 


ect will house administrative offices, au- 
ditorium, audio-visual unit, infectious 
disease and virus disease laboratories, a 
power plant and research facilities.

The first condition of a successful democracy is an informed 
people. It is an indispensable part of the presidential responsibility to 
make sure the people have the facts, no matter how grim and sober- 


ing these facts may be. 

There are many dramatic con- 
trasts between the Truman and 
the kisenhower administrations— 
in the sharpness of decision, in 
the creativity of public policy, in 
the whole national temper and 
morale. But perhaps no contrast 
is more dramatic than the change 
in the relationship between the 
government and the people. 

That change can be briefly 
summed up: The Democrats re- 
garded the people as responsible 
partners, able to take their own 
share in the labor of public pol- 
icy; the Republicans regard the 
people as customers, to be be- 
mused, beguiled and mianipu- 
lated. 

Very early in this administra- 
tion a high official on the Presi- 
dent's staff said: “We're going 
to merchandise the living hell out 
of the Eisenhower administra- 
tion.”

These years of Republican rule

Showed Real Faith 


In the few remaining days before Good Fri- 
day our minds rehearse once again the varied 


aspects of our Lord’s crucifixion. Great spiritual bd 
stimulus is found in the seven words spoken by our Lord from 
Cross. Each word has a meaning of great significance. Let us. con- 


sider today the second word. 

Pilate, who could find no fault 
in Jesus, would have released 
Him. But the crowd clamored for 
His crucifixion and Pilate, who 
was in a precarious position want- 
ing on the one hand to satisfy 
the requirements of Caesar and 
on the other hand needing to keep 
content the unruly people, final- 
ly surrendered Jesus to His ene- 
mies. And Jesus was led beyond 
the walls of Jerusalem to Gol- 
gotha where His hands were 
nailed to a cross and His feet 
were bound. Then the cross was 
raised. 

It was not accidental that the 
leaders of the people crucified 
two known criminals with Jesus. 
By placing the cross of Christ be- 
tween the crosses of the brigands, 
they hoped more especially to 
identify Jesus with the enemies 
of the people. 

Over the central cross was 
raised a placard with the words, 
“This is the King of the Jews.” 
This inscription, which announced 
what we know to be a spiritual 
truth, was placed there by men 
who hoped thereby to taunt Jesus 
further and to blot from the 
minds of bystanders any remain- 
ing glimmer of faith in Him.

This sort of folderoy won't do, 
however, in the age of chlorophyll 
chewing gum, so here goes with 
“Uncle Cal’s Nature Corner” (lib- 
erally propped up with numerous 
reference works): 

The leaf is a factory. This fac- 
tory has clear walls and inside is 
a great array of machinery, all 
green in color. The machinery is 
chlorophyll, a pigment. Sunlight is 
the energy which in some mys- 
terious way causes the machinery 
to turn. Raw materials come into 
the leaf from the air and from 
the roots of the piant. These ma- 
terials are mixed with the sun- 
light and the chlorophyll to pro- 
duce sugar, much like that a 
child puts on his cereal. A large 
part of this sugar is stored as 
starch in the plant. Plants with 
their starches anc sugars are the 
basic food of our world. 

One investigator says a single 
acre of corn makes an average 
of 200 pounds of sugar per day 
during a growing season and the 
total amount of sugar formed dur- 
ing the season amounts to approxi- 
mately 30 million caloriés of en- 
ergy. 

If you turned over a leaf and 
had a microscope at hand, you 
would notice a large number of 
pores, or stomata, on the bottom 
of the leaf. These pores are doors 
throigh which carbon dioxide en- 
ters the leaf factory from the air 
outside. A leaf may have as many 
as a million pores on its under- 
side.

WASHINGTON—The preoceupation of this 
capital with the Soviet Union was never better 
illustrated than by last week's events. Moscow's 


Tt.e carbon dioxide mixes in the 
leaf factory with water which 


comes up the stem or trunk of 
the plant from the ground.

Club Lit the Spark for Teen Canteen

And in making plans for the recreation center, 
the Fitzgerald Junior Woman's Club, a member 
of the Georgia Federation, followed the advice 
of those most concerned—the teen-agers. 

TO MATCH $6,000 

At a board meeting of the organization last 
spring, a recommendation was made to investi- 
gate the possibility of a teen canteen. At the 
regular club meeting the following day, mem- 
bers agreed such facilities were “badly needed,” 
and voted to support the project to the fullest. 

Determined that the idea should be more 
than a dust-gatherer in the club minutes, the 
women assigned Mrs. Max Yeager the task of 
presenting the idea to city recreation commit- 
tee chairman Wiley Ford. 

Mrs. Yeager immediately contacted Mr. Floyd, 


who took the matter up with the City Council.

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The council voted to match, up to $6,000, any 
amount citizens raised toward the recreation 
center. Fitzgerald’s mayor appointed a commit- 
tee to draw up plans, and to learn what the young 
people wanted in the way of recreation.

*‘We feel that with such cooperation, our young 
people can look forward to having their own rec- 
reation center in the not-so-distant future,” de- 
clared Mrs. James Harden Jr.. community 
achievement chairman. 

“‘When we read of how more detention homes 
are being provided in Georgia by action of the 
Legislature, and how juvenile delinquency is still 
a big problem,” added Mrs. Yeager, “‘we believe 
our project is a worthy effort to attack such prob- 
lems in a positive and constructive manner.”

CONTINUE BOYCOTT 

While in Moscow he reiterated 
his desire to have the Soviet 
Union resume participation in the 
UN Disarmament Commission. 
But the Soviet Government has 
asserted it intends to continue its 
boycott. 

Deputy Undersecretary of 
State Robert Murphy, who repre- 
sents the U.S. on the team, flew 
in Sunday morning from Paris, 
where he had been conferring 
with French officials. Harold 
Beeley, undersecretary at the 
Foreign Office and his British 
opposite number, came there Sat- 
urday from Paris. 

Murphy told questioners at the 
London airport that he thought 
the team was “moving along” 
and he added “I hope in the right 
direction.” He said it was not 
clear when the team would be 
returning to Tunisia, but that he 
expected to go back to Paris in 
a day or two. He also said he did 
not know whether he would be 
seeing Hammarskjold.
